hla a loi^ list of questions relating to guerrilla warfare in Soviet 
Estonia. Heine recorded his replies on tape and sent this material 
(four tapes In all) to Panning. Tliis wwunted tc severs! hours of 
coinMrsa^cn. ParminR later gave the tapes to Raus and tlie latter 
copied thoB with his cwn homo wade oquipnent^ tho copies being under- 
standable tluxxgh not of high quality, tie returned. all expect the last 
reel to Farming. Recently Paraing wrote Raus requestine that hr rettrrn 
this last reel. Raus called hi^^^ on the telephone to find out what had 
been responsible for the ret>owed interest in this subject and Panting 
gave him to understand that sorrow government agency *had cxjjreased an 
interest In tho tapes. Raus was uncertain of the details since it was 
more or less double talk on tho telephone.

6, Rflus thinks it would be useful if. one of tiie nnti -Heine 
publications were to print some phrases from the highly patriotic and 
anti-coowunist speeches made by Arthur f Inman in .'^den in 1960. ;viicn 
Moroon returned to the Soviet Union and was surfaced by tJie Soviets, it 
became crystal clear to the csvigration th:it he had been a Soviet accent. 
Thus, this would have the effect of showinc th,->t a .Soviet agent is fully 
callable of making anti-Soviet speeches in the -Vest, i!e proposed to discuss 
this vith Vallastc in New York with the idea t!iat the latter would put 

It into his newspaper. My advice to him was as follows: It sounds like 

an excellent idea, hewever, he should certainly check it out with the 
lawyers prior to taking tJw) action, and in general he should .make no 
FFKJvas of any kind in this cose without first discussing them fully with 
his lawyers. Second, he should be careful in doing anything which would 
cause him emb arras srant if ho is forced to repeat it imder oath on the 
witness stand. Third, he sliould not persuade Vallaste to print anytltinc 
and should m^kc It clear to the latter that he is not- to y>oint any fingers 
at Heine in any way which would subject him to libel or slander action. 

In short, one case of this kind is enough, and anything that Vcillostc 
does he obviously does at his own risk and discretion,
